Evidently, Mr. Arthur is a man 
of deeds, rather than of words. 


G CITE AC, in the event of conviction, 


has the right of appeal to tbe general 
term which sits four times a year, and 
is composed of all the judges of the 
District Supreme Court except the one 
before whom the case appealed was 
tried. T^,ere are fire judges io all, four 
of f jom would try Guiteaii's appeal. 
Thus far, however, there has not been a 
point made upon which an appeal could 
be sustained. It h said that a reversal 
of Judge Cox in a criminal ease is a 
very rare thing ia tbe legal history of 
the District of Columbia. 


THE popular disgust over the farcical 


proceedings in the Guiteau trial con- 
tinues to grow in intensity, and though 
•any realize the peculiar difficulties 
undotr which Judge Cox labors there is 
a wide-spread belief that he was remiss 
in his duty in allowing the trial to 
assume the phase of a comedy, in which 
an egotistical and vain prisoner plays 
the leading role. 
The eyea of the whole 


civilized world are cc&trei on that trial 
just now, and it is not strange that for- 
eign critics should hold our peculiar 
system of jurisprudence, uay, even onr 
civilization itself, responsible for the 
humiliating spectacle. 
If Judge Cox 


was holding court in a frontier town, 
and Uuitean was on (rial for stealing a 
blind mule, there might be some apol- 
ogy for the scenes of levity and disorder 
that have disgusted everybody tkiing 
*• past fortnight, but th* tribunal 
toward* which all eyes w* toned now 
is within the shadow of the capital, and 
the prisoner on trial is charged with 
an offense which shocked and stunned 
the whole civiiii:d world bv its cuor- 
•Vty, In view of the vell-Lnowo farts 
ia the oaie, au j considering that it is 
literally the people of the United States 
who are prosecuting the case, it would 
seem that there is a lack of dignity in 
the court which cannot be too plainly 
condemned. The twelve men sworn to 
well and truly try the issues involved 
may be an exceptionally good jury, but 
they are only human atter all, and are 
subject to all the infirmities which be- 
long to our imperfect natures. 
How 


can they be expected to keep beiore 
them the gravity of the charge when 
the antics ot tho prisoner are creeled 
with laughter, and his disgusting inter- 
ruptions allowed to go on almost with- 
out protest? 
There ought to be a 


solemnity and decency 'tbserred such 
at would comport with the nature of 
the ori«e and the sincere interest oi 
the public in the case. There is a 
wide spread conviction that the court 
cannot justly claim the confidence of 
the people on account of tbe manner in 
which tbe trial has been allowed to to 


THE Tariff Convention in New York, 


it is already known, will contain more 
than six hundred delegates, and will 
represent more capita) and more labor 
than were ever before represented in 
an American convention, or perhaps in 
any industrial convention that ever as- 
sembled. 
It will represent men whose 


impress ou American legislation ia the 
past has added at least a total of 12,- 
500,600 to our American revenues 
since I860, and who, since 1865, have 
taken off at least $1,000,000 of taxes in 
the form of reductions in our internal 
and import revenue systems.

harmoniously adjust the interests of 
revenue and protection without inci- 
dental inooBgrnity or injustice.

so largo a meeting of businessmen com- 
petent to do justice to so grand a woik. 


THE New 1'ork Sun is in a state ot 


mind about the Democratic leaders. 
Tho southern wing is kicking against 
the prospective leadership of Mr. Ran- 
dall, and the Sun raises a warning fin- 
ger with the remark: "Mr. Randall's is 
the sort of leadership the Democrats 
need, and must have, if they propose to 
continue theic struggle for national 
power. If anyone can supply it better 
than Mr. Randall, we shall hail the fact 
with satisfaction. But he has not ap- 
peared yet, and, until he does, tbe Dem- 
omerats bad best be careful how they 
renounce the only proved and safe lead- 
er they have ia the house." This is 
significant in that it appears to be an 
able-bodied inclination to set down on 
the PendletOQ boom for President.

Scoville read from one of,the letters

ny, and [ am working for them." 


•'That was my sentiment," eaid Guit- 


eau, "and that has been my position 
ever siace." 


In another letter addressed to his 


father, tho prisoner bad requested $20( 
or $300. 
Guiteau commented upon 


this letter, saying: 


"Fathir didn't send tbe money. 
He 


always thought I was badly cranked.' 


Another letter was read in which the 


writer criticised severely tho Oneida 
community, and referred to a circular 
enclosed which denounced the commu 
nity and their practices. Guiteau ex- 
claimed : "Several of the New York 
dailies took up my circular and devoted 
editorial comments to it. 
That was a 


little bit of revenge I had for living in 
that miserable society. I'm glad to 
know they are. broken up now. I was 
a virtuous man all th* time I was there 
1 want tbat understood." 


The reading of the letters was fin- 


ished at noon, and Guiteau resumed the 
witness stand. 


Mr. Scoville began to question him 


relative to his early life. 


Guiteau responded promptly, intelli- 


gently and with perfect coolness for 
some minutes, apparently enjoying the 
situation and his freedom to talk. 
Al- 


luding to his father's second marriage, 
he said, smilingly: "Be went off one 
day without consulting me at all, and 
got married. I thought that was a 
tunny way ol doing business, and got 
very mad over it." 
Whenever allusion 


was made to the Oneida community 
Guiteau became very much eicltcd.and 


denounced the community and his fath- 
er's course ia persuading him to go 
there.

when he came under the influence of 
Bcecher and the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. 


"Beeoher, tip to that time," said 


Guiteau, "was supposed to be a virtuoui 
man."

After recess Guiteau resumed the 


stand and told the story of bis coouec 
tion with the Oneida community, his 
attempts to start a newspaper m New 
York, his lepai experience in Chicago, 
etc. 
"When you get down," said Gait 


eau, "everyone is ready to give you a 
kick. 
£ was thirty days in the Tombs; 


have been in jail several times, but 
never for crime—never was indicted 
before this time in my life." 


Guiteau then related his efforts to 


secure the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
He 


offered one wealthy man to make him 
governor of Illinois if be would advance 
the money. Did not make any direct 
promise ot political preferment to oth- 
ers. 
Consulted his old friend Charley 


Reed on the scheme. "Reed put in $25 
and I am sorry to say he has not got it 
yet," said Guiteau.

After you gave up the newspaper 


enterprise in Chicago, what did yon 
next do ? 
A. That brought me down 


to the winter and spring of 1876. 
1 


tried to pick up the law business again 
which I liad neglected, but law busi- 
ness was scarce and I found it bard to 
get any ; then I went out to your place 
in Wisconsin. I worked around tbe 
house, studied theology and the New 
Testament, read the papers, soapec 
trees, and all that kind of thing. 
In 


October, 1876, I was in Chicago during 
the Moody and Sankey meetings; I at 
tended prayer meetings and services 
regularly, day and night, during three 
months; Moody was there from Octo 
her to January. 
During all that time 


1 was with Moody and bore an active 
part; I was usher and helped arounc 
in a general way; spoke at prayer 
meeting frequently. 
Some time in No- 


vember, during tho Moody work, I heard 
Dr. Kittredge, of Chicago, pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian Church, say in ref- 
erence to the.text, " 'If I will be (mean- 
ing John), tarry till I come; what is 
that to thee.' 
Brethren I have to con- 


fess, as a man of God, that I do not 
know what it means." At that time 
there was much expectation in the pub 
lie mind that the Savior might soon 
appear, and that idea has pervaded 
people's minds ever since. That set my 
brain to whirling, and I began to inves- 
tigate it. 
I went to work in the Chi- 


cago Public Library, and I dug oat my 
lecture on the second coming. As a 
result of that investigation I went to 
work and wrote my lecture. 
The idea 


of tbat lecture is briefly this : That the 
second coming of Christ occurred on the 
destruction of Jerusalem in clouds di- 
rectly over Jerusalem ; that it went 
into the spiritual world, and that the 
destruction of Jerusalem was an out- 
ward sign ot His ooming, and I hold 
that for all these eighteen centime* the 
ohurohes have til been in error fa rep- 
posing the second coming of Christ will 
be in the future.

At various times 
he was put off railroad can for not pay- 
ing his fare, and arrested for not paving 
bin board bill. At other times be grew 
excited ia the assertion that in all he 
did he was "like Saint Paul, engaged In 
the service of God, and that God was, 
therefore, responsible for hi* board bills.

THE Gaifield monument committee 


at Cleveland has received $50,000 in 
tbat city, and guarantees of $50,000 
more from the state of Ohion, for the 
erection of a monument to General 
Garfield io the cemetery where he is 
buried.

On Sunday night Sheriil Foster, at his 


own risk, braved the dangers that clus- 
ter around "Idlewild,"and witbouta war- 
rant arrested the proprietress of the den, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Davis, and James Carroll, 
on a charge of shooting John Lahey. It 
was a risky piece of business, one that 
but few officers would expose themselves 
to, bat "Billy" was in for it, and be lodg- 
ed his prisoners behind ibe burs long be- 
fore daylight. He had no warrant, but 
he corralled the birds all the same. 


The first formal legal proceedings in 


the case were commenced on yesterday, 
when Sheriff Foster, in company with 
Justice Albert, visited Idlewild at the 
suggestion of State's Attorney Johns. 
The object of the visit was to get John 
Lahey, the wounded man. to swear out a 
state warrant charging Mrs. Davis and 
James Carroll with an "assault wiih in- 
tent to commit murder." On Labey's 
complaint Justice Albert issued the war- 
rant, and last evening the prisoners were 
brought before said Justice for a prelim- 
inary heating. The people were repre- 
sented Dy Mr. Johns, and Mrs. Davis by 
II. Crea, Esq. 
Carroll was without coun- 


sel. The preliminary examination of tbe 
accused was deferred uniil Friday, Dec. 
!Hh, and the bail of each defendant was 
fixed at f3,000. The prisoners were ta- 
ken back to tbe jail. 


Carroll and Mrs. Davis were both be- 


hind the bars this afternoon, having fart- 
ed to far to furnish tbe required security.

Jack Lahey at "Idlewild" this forenoon 
at 9 o'clock, and found him a little worse 
than he was yesterday. He complains of 
a pain in his right side, and it is feared 
that inflammation of the right lung has 
already set in. Drs. Snmll and Cheno- 
welh, who visited Lahey later, feel that 
the wounded man's condition is growing 
less hopeful. 
He coughed up a little 


blood last evening, but none has appeared 
to-day.
